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Hot vet produce frnit enough in Massachusetts for 
ourselves. The demand has increased faster than the 
supply. Twenty years ago, aman who had 3800 bush- 
els of apples, could not readily sell them. 
ed our climate as very favorable to fruit; we can cul- 
tivate more and better, than can be grown much far- 
ther south or north. We can raise the peach on high 
grounds. Om low grounds it is more uncertain, be- 
cause hete the degree af cold is yreater— the mercury 
offen fiallinnge to ten legrees below Zero, which kills the 
fruit buds. On high crounds the cold would be sev- 
eral degrees less, and lessinjury isdone. He thought 
farmers were better acquainted with other kinds 
of farming, than with this. They, often, do not 
manage tees well, in transplanting. They should 
hot be set deeper than whenin the nursery—-the roots 
should not be cramped—water should not stand 
round the tree. One reason why trees do better on 
sides of bills, is that water does not stand round the 
roots, as it often does on flat land. Te regarded the 
Baldwin asthe best of our winter apples. The tree 
rows well and bears early 1 Ile obtarned an average 
of nine pecks of Baldwins, from trees the fourth year 
from the bud. When trees are set out he puts straw 
round them, over the roots, and lays stones on the 
straw. This saves staking, and keeps the ground from 
dry ing, 

Mr. Pomeroy, ot Southampton, spoke of the advan- 
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tage to trees of heeping fowls around them. Tle had 
some fruit trees enclosed in. a yard where he kept 
from 50 to 100 fowls. The trees in this yard grew 
twice as fast as those of the same kind and aye not 
thus enclosed. He usually plowed the ground in 
spring, and the fowls kept it loorwe through the season. 
No insects were found on the trees inthe yard. All 
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
